Graduation  Requirements 
Maryland  Public  Schools:  1981-82 


Requirements  for  a  Maryland  High  School  Diploma  are  established  by 
the  Maryland  State  Board  of  Education.  Local  education  agencies 
may  add  requirements  beyond  the  ones  established  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education. 

Students  may  receive  a  Maryland  High  School  diploma  by  success- 
fully completing  three  requirements: 

1 .  Satisfactory  completion  of  four  years  of  approved  study  beyond 
the  eighth  grade.  (For  alternatives  or  exceptions  see  COMAR 
13A.03.02.02d.  Alternatives  to  Four  Year  Enrollment.) 

2.  A  minimum  of  20  credits  beyond  the  eighth  grade,  eleven 
of  which  must  be  in  the  following: 

English  4  credits 

Social  Studies  3  credits 

(must  include  U.S.  History) 

Science  2  credits 

Mathematics  2  credits 

3.  Students  must  demonstrate  competencies  through  program 
participation  and  by  passing  the  state-wide  competency  tests. 
Competency  prerequisites  are  in  areas  of  basic  skills,  survival 
skills,  world  of  work,  and  citizenship.
